future,"  said  Dr.  Cedric  Ellis,  principal 

of  Oakhurst  Junior  High.  The  Rev.  G. 

Lawson,  pastor  of  Real  Faith  Christian 

Church,  related  his  own  life 

experiences  with  "There  Is  a  Story 

Before  the  Glory." 


Greg    Hoskins,    Clarksdale    Police    Department 
assistant  chief,  told  students,  "There  is  a  lot  going 
on  out  there,  brothers;  don't  be  fooled  or  misled." 
Henry  Ware,  who  transformed  Southaven  Pontiac, 
Buick,  GMC  Inc.   from  last  to  the  number  one 
Pontiac      dealership      in      Mississippi,      credits 
education  as  his  "vehicle  for  opportunity." 
State  Sen.  Robert  Jackson  described  his  beginnings 
as  the  son  of  sharecroppers  in  Vance  to  political 
office  in  the  state  Legislature.  "We're  all  in  this 
together,"  he  said. 
Coordinating  the  events  was  Carl  Pitts  with  music 


by  James  McCloud,  band  director;  vocalist  Brian 
Dorsey,  and  the  CCC  Gospel  Choir.  Others 
participating  in  the  program  were  Edwin  Smith 
with  the  invocation;  greetings  by  Aljer  Williams,  a 
poem  by  Doyle  Harrington;  and  introduction  of 
the  speaker  by  Adrian  Johnson.

Television's  dynamic  Judge  Greg  Mathis  delivers  a  forceful 
address  at  Coahoma  Community  College  Tuesday. 

Standing  ovations,  cheers,  and  guffaws  from  an  audience  of  2,000 
greeted  television's  Judge  Greg  Mathis  Tuesday  as  he  challenged 
young  people  to  strengthen  their  lives  by  overcoming  obstacles 
and  society's  diet  of  sex  and  violence. 

"You  better  not  give  up,"  he  said.  "If  they  close  the  door  of 

opportunity  on  you,  kick  it  down. " 

Speaking  at  Coahoma  Community  College,  Mathis,  a  former 

high   school    dropout    who   later   became    a   respected   jurist, 

prescribed  tough  love  for  would-be  thugs  babied  by  parents  and 

suckered  by  enemies  wanting  to  take  their  money. 

After  experiencing  life  on  both  sides  of  the  bench,  he  says,  tough 

love  was  key  to  turning  around  his  own  lawless  life. 


The  star  of  today's  popular  courtroom   drama  produced   by 

Warner  Brothers,  said  "When  police  called  to  tell  my  mother  I 

was  in  jail,  she  answered,  'Keep  him  there  till  he  rots.'" 

"Tough  love  allowed  me  to  learn  I  had  to  pay  consequences.  I 

knew  no  one  was  going  to  rescue  me." 

Mathis  told  the  audience,  "Don't  come  in  here  today  fronting 

like  a  thug." 

"Thugs  don't  go  to  college;  they  sell  drugs:  I  was  a  real  thug  on 

the  streets  of  Detroit,  arrested  five  times  and  kicked  out  of 

school  four  times  until  I  heard  Jessie  Jackson  speak  about  kids 

'locked  in  the  ghetto  but  the  ghetto  not  being  locked  in  us. "  he 

continued. 

Although    Mathis    praised    African- American    history    in    the 

Mississippi  Delta  and  the  sacrifices  that  created  opportunities,  he 

said,  "we  baby  them  (young  people)  today  when  we  need  to  give 

them  discipline." 


"Ninety  percent  of  my  (childhood)  friends 
are  dead,  in  jail,  or  on  dope,"  he  said. 
"Eighty  percent  of  those  in  prison  have  no 
G.E.D.  or  high  school  diplomas." 
Mathis  criticized  government  budget  cuts 
to  education  rather  than  prison 
maintenance,  self-defeating  cultures  and 
lifestyles  of  guns  and  drugs  that  encourage 
young  people  to  follow  lives  of  criminals. 
"Enemies  want  to  make  money  on  you," 
he  said.  "It's  a  sucker  move;  don't  fall  into 
this  trap,"  he  said.  He  defined  enemies  as 
"anybody  standing  in  the  way  of  your 
success." 

"Your  enemies  have  got  you  walking 
around  disrespecting  yourselves  with  your 
pants  hanging  down  and  no  shoe  laces,"  he 
said.  "That's  prison  fashion,  cause  you 
can't  wear  a  belt  in  jail;  you  better  be 
careful." 

Commenting  on  hip  hop  culture  and  some 
of  its  idols,  Mathis  said,  "I've  gotta  tell 
you  there's  nothing  hip  or  hop  about  being 
a  thug,  living  in  poverty,  going  to  prison, 
having  a  baby  before  you're  ready  or 
having  AIDS." 


Mathis  urged  students  to  overcome  obstacles  and  be  strengthened 
by  the  struggle  despite  a  diet  of  sex  and  violence  that  expects  young 
people  not  to  be  affected  by  it.

Stressing  the  importance  of  figurative  language  in 
writing  to  Coahoma  Community  College  early 
childhood  students,  author  Freddi  Williams  Evans 
emphasized:  "Show,  don't  tell"  how  characters 
relate  to  each  other. 

Her  children's  book,  A  Bus  of  Our  Own,  is  an 
example  of  historical  fiction,  Evans  said.  In  it  her 
African-American  characters  and  their  action 
become  interesting  and  exciting  because  their 
dialogue  and  actions  are  true  to  the  book's  pre-civil 
rights  setting,  she  said.  A  Bus  of  Our  Own  tells  the 
story  of  Jean  who  really  wants  to  go  to  school  even 
though  walking  the  five  miles  is  very  diffcult  for 
her  and  other  black  children.  She  tries  to  find  a 
way  to  get  a  bus  for  them  same  as  the  white 
children  have. 
"What  would  have  been  on  the  walls  inside  the 


school  house?"  Evans  asked  her  audience  in  a  discussion  about  book  illustrations. 


"No,  not  Dr.  King,  but  Abraham  Lincoln,  because  the  book  was  in  the  1940s  and  50s,"  she  said. 

Evans  said  excellent  opportunities  for  cultural  research  are  oral  tributes  at  funerals.  She  also  depends  on  older 

relatives  to  edit  the  language  and  attitudes  of  characters. 

A  native  Mississippian  who  grew  up  among  extended  family  members  in  Madison,  Evans  says  her  writings  have 

grown  out  of  a  desire  to  share  family  stories  as  well  as  the  "untold  and"  stories  of  other  African  Americans. 

She  was  invited  to  CCC  as  a  special  National  Library  Week  speaker. 


As  accomplished  pianist,  she 
earned  degrees  in  piano 
performance  and  psychology  at 
Tougaloo  College  and  earned 
master's  degree  in  creative  arts 
therapy  at  Hahnemann 
University  in  Philadelphia. 

She  lives  in  New  Orleans  where 
she  became  interested  in 
historical  landmark  and 
cultural  gathering-place  call 
Congo  Square.  In  that  location 
she  has  produced  a  multi- 
disciplinary  performance  for 
children  titled.

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"Our  Young  Black  Men 

are  Dying  and  Nobody 

Seems  to  Care"

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"My  play  is  not  a  lesson  or  a  lecture;  it's  entertainment, 
commented  Chapmyn  from  his  office  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  "Wl 
have  problems  we  need  to  solve.  These  issues  don't  exist  in  : 
vacuum;  they  are  part  of  the  community,"  he  said.  Growing  u 
as  the  son  of  a  Baptist  preacher  in  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  ani 
Texas,  Chapmyn  says  he  left  home,  fell  in  with  a  bad  crowd 
and  reached  a  crossroads.  What  began  as  a  suicide  note,  hi 
says  years  later  became  his  highly  acclaimed  1991  off 
Broadway  play  that  he  labels  as  an  expression  of  love.  "Yoi 
don't  hurt  people  you  love,"  says  Chapmyn  who  founded  hi 
theatre  company  in  1988.  More  than  500,000  at  1,000  an< 
universities  have  viewed  the  company's  performances.

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Students  urged  to  'make  it  happen  yourself

"Nothing  good  is  going  to  happen  unless  you 
make  it  happen  yourself,"  Crystal  Kuykendall 
told  Coahoma  Community  College  students  this 
week  in  a  gospel-style  address  celebrating  Black 
History  Month.  "Nod  your  head  and  let  me 
know  you  hear  and  follow,"  directed  the  Chicago- 
born  motivational  speaker  who  has  lectured  on 
four  continents.  'You  can  say,  'amen, '-'right  on' 
or  'you  go,  girl,  too."  Born  on  a  kitchen  table  on 
the  West  Side  of  Chicago,  Kuykendall  said  her 
disabled  veteran  father  was  a  seventh  grade 
dropout  and  she  was  described  later  as  an  "at 
risk,  latchkey  youth"  from  a  "dysfunctional 
family."  With  the  encouragement,  however,  of 
family  and  teachers  who  recognized  her  gift  of 
gab,  she  graduated  from  high  school  at  age  16 
with  traits  of  persistence,  hope,  attitude, 
affection,  achievement,  tolerance,  and  resilience 
and  earned  four  college  scholarships. 

Praising  early  civil  rights  activists  who  staged 
sit-in  demonstrations  at  Woolworths  for  3812 
days  and  served  as  role  models  for  the  Rev. 
Martin  Luther  King,  she  cited  their  persistence 
as  a  successful  trait  that  made  a  difference  in  her 
life  and  others.  "Persistence  talks  to  me  and 
helps  overcome  the  fear  of  failure  that  keeps  us 


from  trying,"  she  said.  "Abraham  Lincoln  had 
28  years  of  failure,  and  some  of  us  give  up  on 
ourselves  in  28  days,"  she  said.  "Can  I  get  a  head 
nod?"  Reciting  a  litany  of  black  inventors. 
Kuykendall  said  "Sometime  things  take  time: 
you  are  here  today  because  of  the  hope  of  your 
parents  and  your  hope  for  something  better. 
"Where  there  is  no  hope,  we  expect  the  worst  and 
we  see  anger,  frustration,  and  alienation,  and  we 
fid  rage,"  she  said.  Kuykendall  urged  students  to 
become  "Merchants  of  Hope,"  a  phrase  she  has 
copy-righted.  "Part  of  your  responsibility  is  to 
reach  back  and  pull  someone  else  after  you."  she 
said.  Quoting  W.E.B.  DuBois,  she  said  "You  are 
your  brother's  keeper,  or  you  will  be  dragged 
down  by  his  ruin."  Kuykendall  advised  students 
to  take  chances  and  stop  dividing  themselves. 
"We  are  more  alike  than  we  are  different. 

Life  is  not  about  what  you've  got  now  but 
what  you're  going  to  get."  "Find  your  talent:  find 
your  strength,"  she  said.  "Realize  we  were  born 
of  greatness;  merchants  of  hope  are  inspired  b\ 
others  who  open  doors."

Coahoma  alumni,  Yvonne  McClinton  Stanford,  '66, 
made  history  in  Clarksdale  when  she  became  the  first 
female  African  American  to  serve  as  the  president  of 
the  Coahoma  County  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Yvonne  Stanford  learned  the  value  of  a  small 
business  from  her  father.  She  had  just  finished 
graduate  school  at  the  University  of  Louisiana,  when 
she  decided  to  help  out  her  father's  service  station, 
McClinton's  Union  76,  on  Fourth  Street.  Her  father, 
Thomas  McClinton,  worked  for  the  county  road 
department  during  the  day,  so  Stanford  and  her  sisters 
were  needed  to  help  out.  "I  became  aware  then  of  all 
the  problems  involved  in  running  a  small  business," 
she  said.  "I  learned  even  when  you  run  a  business, 
you  still  have  time  to  help  out  the  community." 
Stanford  said  she  hopes  to  take  this  philosophy  with 
her  as  she  starts  her  new  tenure  as  the  new  president 
of  the  Clarksdale  Coahoma  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Stanford,  who  is  the  Director  of  Library 
Services  for  Coahoma  Community  College,  takes 
over  for  out-going  president  Jimmy  Walker  Jr. 
Walker  will  remain  on  the  board  of  directors  for  one 
year.
